SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: NOVEMBER, 1963 


Rainfall: Below average rainfall was again experienced in most areas of the State in November. The Derwent Valley was the 
driest area in the State with recordings 40 percent of normal. The Central Plateau storage areas were again badly affected with 
readings approximately 60 percent of normal. Recordings in other areas ranged from 50 to 80 percent of normal with some areas of 
the Huon Valley receiving over two inches of rain to record 90 percent of normal. 


Temperatures: The general tendeney for both maxima and minima during the month was for below normal readings for the first 
half of the month and above normal figures during the latter half. As a result the mean maxima and mean minima readings for the 
month as a whole were near normal. 


The following extremes were recorded: Hobart. 86.3°, Port Davey, 91°, and Mt. Wellington, 21°. 
Bushfires: There were no bushfires during the month. 


Crops, Pastures, Stocks, &c.: Apart from the Derwent and Southeast divisions. no division was seriosuly affected by the 
drought conditions. 
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
